REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


DISTRICT NO. 1. ‘‘ UPPER VILLAGE.” 

This school for the whole year has been under the care of 
Miss Hattie A. Tilton, one of our first class teachers: 

Both the summer and fall terms were characterized by the 
most thorough discipline. The winter term is on the whole as 
prosperous as were the two other terms, but it has been marred 
somewhat by the sickness which befell the teacher when the 
term was nearly half completed, and which made a break of 
three weeks. Miss Tilton is at her post again and the school 
promises finely. 

DISTRICT NO. 2. LOWER VILLAGE. 

‘The school in this district has prospered under the care of 
Miss Elvira Page, whose success during the previous year was 
a sufficient warrant for her being engaged as teacher for the 
whole of the present year. The school has thoroughly sustain- 
ed the high standing which marked the close of last year.
